was killed by a bullet in Naples soon after.

War Waged on Trading Stamps in Many 
Penrsylvania Cities and Towrs. 

Harrissurc, Pa—March 30.—Trading 
stamp concerns are being dealt telling blows 
these days throughout the cities of the Com 
monwealth of Pennsylvania. In Wilkes 
Barre over 600 nierchants have signed an 
agreement to abandon their use in the 
future, York merchants have long since 
rid themselves of the stamps, the merchants 
of Hanover have decided to abolish stamps 
and other premiums in April, and hav: 
formed an association, which will becom: 
affliated with the State Retail Merchants’ 
Association. 

The Scranton Retail Merchants’ Associa 
tion has interested the Central Labor Union 
of that city in the anti-stamp crusade, the 
labor body having inserted a card in the 
newspapers asking merchants to cease giv- 
ing the stamps. In Carlisle, 16 of the lead- 
ing merchants, including jeweler C, F. 
Reitling, have organized the Carlisle Mer- 
chants’ Red Stamp Concern, which will re 
deem books of stamps in merchandise. 

In this city—a hotbed for stamp con- 
cerns—the Retail Merchants’ Association 
has secured upwards of 200 signers to an 
agreement to discontinue stamp giving on 
and after May 19, 1904, for a period of 10 
years. All the leading stores, including 
Peter G. Diener, I. S. Ricker, E. L. Rinken- 
back, Robert S. Gitt and the Kendall Opti- 
cal Co., have signed the agreement. 

At the meeting of the association last 
week President Jerauld stated that now was 
the time to take decisive action, as the exec- 
utive officers of the association had learned 
that all arrangements had been made to 
launch a new series of trading stamps here 
this week. It is gratifying to note that the 
local jewelers’ association led off in the 
warfare against stamps, such action having 
been taken at the organization of the as- 
sociation. 

The Retail Merchants’ Association will 
also put into effect a new plan to protect 
members from “dead beats” during the com- 
ing year. Secretary Cook explained that it 
will follow the general lines of Bradstreet 
and Dun, in which a customer’s value as a 
creditor will be determined by opinions of 
three or more merchants. It will revolu- 
tionize the credit business of the city. 

It is quite likely that an early effort will 
be made at the next session of the Legisla- 
ture in 1905 to enact a measure that will 
put trading stamp concerns out of business 
in this state. A bill with that object in view 
was introduced at the last session, ‘but 
failed of passage in the Senate. It is esti- 
mated that our local merchants paid to these 
trading stamp companies not less than 
$100,000 during the past year. 


Thomas Flynn, formerly a circus per- 
former, was sentenced, last week, by Judge 
Kimball, at Washington, D. C., to pay 
a fine of $40 or spend six months in the 
work house, for selling “fake” jewelry. 
Flynn made a plea that he was injured 
and had to do _ something to live. 
When arrested he had in his possession a 
number of cheap watches and chains. Two 
street car conductors showed the Court 
brass watches which they purchased from 
Flynn, paying $4 each, after he represented 
that they were each worth $30. 
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Pcst Office Department Issues Frau 
Orders Against a Diamond and a 
Fountain Pen Concern. 
WasHincton, D. C., March 30.—The Post 
Office Department has taken summary ac- 
tion against the Preferred Mercantile Co., 
Boston, Mass., by issuing a fraud order 
against it. This concern is charged by the 
Department with operating a lottery scheme 
by entering into contracts with persons by 
which they execute a lease at $1 down and 
$1 a week for 110 weeks, at the expiration 
of which time they are supposed to receive 
diamonds of the value of the paid-up lease. 
They get the diamonds if others have paid 
up in sufficient amount to enable the com- 
pany to pay them, otherwise they do not. 
\t least, this is the opinion of the Pest 

Office Department. 

\ fraud order has also been issued 
against the Quaker City Fountain Pen Co., 
Philadelphia. In this case it is alleged that 
J. K. Baillie, acting for the company, agreed 
to send to any one pens for $1 each, but he 
forgot sometimes to send the pens when he 
had received the money, and to have ig 
nored letters from the persons sending the 
cash. People who were caught by the game 
complained to the Post Office Department 
and the Department, after investigating the 
case, ordered the company’s mail confiscated 
and returned to the senders whenever that 
course is possible. 
Important Law Relating to Conditionai 

Sales Proposed for the District 
of Columbia. 

Wasuincton, D. C., March 30.—Jewel- 
ers and others: who sell goods on the in- 
stalment plan here are much interested in 
a pending amendment to the District Code. 
The amendment is as follows: 

Section 833a. Whoever, being in possession of 
personal property received upon a written and 
conditional contract of sale, with intent to de 
fraud, sells, conveys, conceals or aids in conceal 
ing the same, or removes the same from the Dis 
trict of Columbia without the consent of the 
vendor, before performance of the conditions 
precedent to acquiring the title thereto, shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than $100 or by 
imprisonment for more than 90 days. 

The House Committee on the District 
of Columbia has reported the amendment 
with the recommendation that it pass. 
The committee believed the bill as originally 
drawn to be too drastic in its provisions, 
whereby the offender would be deemed 
guilty of embezzlement, and a maximum 
fine of $1,000 or imprisonment for five years, 
or both, could be imposed, and therefore re 
ported a substitute bill which it is believed 
will meet the requirements in the District.

port. The committee professes to be en- 
couraged by the response it has received 
from the concern.

Death of John Beckford Hill. 

Bever_y, Mass., March 30.—John Beck- 
ford Hill, one of the most prominent jewel- 
ers of this section, as well as one of the best 
known and respected merchants of Beverly, 
died yesterday at his residence in Wash- 
ington St., after an illness of three weeks. 

The deceased was born here Sept. 24, 
1824. He received his education in the dis 
trict schools, and when 16 years old went 
to Salem, where he became an apprentice 

f Edw. Currier, a well-known watchmaker 
of that time, with whom he learned the 
jewelry trade. After mastering his craft 
he remained some time with Mr. Currier, 
and Nov. 1, 1844, he started in business for 
himself in this city, opening a store in 
Cabot St. In the jewelry trade he remained 
tor the remainder of his life, building up a 
good business and obtaining the respect and 
esteem of all who had dealings with him. 
In 1866 Mr. Hill purchased the stone build- 
ing where the business is now situated, and 
this he remodeled from time to time to keep 
pace with the advances of his business. He 
continued alone until 1884 when he admitted 
his son, John F. Hill, since which time the 
business has been known as John B. Hill 
& Son. 

Outside of his business the deceased was 
prominent in many lines, especially in 
Masonry, in which fraternity he had been 
exalted to the 33d degree. Beside the va- 
rious Masonic bodies with which he was 
connected, he was also a member of the 
Beverly Lodge, Knights of Pythias, the Bass 
River Lodge, Odd Fellows, and other fra- 
ternal orders. 

The deceased has served the town and 
city in many capacities, having been a mem- 
ber of the Board of Overseers of the Poor, 
a member of the School Board, member of 
the Board of Assessors for 12 years, and 
represented this section in the Legislature 
in 1855 and in 1874. He was a member of 
the Beverly Board of Trade, treasurer of 
the Beverly Historical Society, vice-presi- 
dent of the Danvers Savings Bank, and 
treasurer of the Beverly Gas Light Co. 

The deceased is survived by a widow and 
three children. two sons, John F., and 
Charles F. Hill, and one daughter, Mrs.

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Career of Max J. Lasar, a Notorious 
Diamond Smuggler. 

Owing to the various reports of the death 
of Max J. Lasar and the contradictions of 
the truth of these reports that were pub- 
lished in the public press last week, THE 
CirkCULAR-WEEKLY takes this opportunity to 
announce as a positive fact that Mr. Lasar 
died Dec. 26, 1903, in Ploesti, Roumania, 
the place in which he was born. His death 
was caused by stomach trouble, from which 
*he had been suffering for the past three or 
fovr years. 

lhe life of Mr. Lasar, as connected with 
the jewelry industry of this country, was 
an unusual one. Born and reared in Rou- 
mania, >) years ago, he came to the United 
States when he was a young man, and found 
his first employment with Alois Kohn & 
Co., manutacturers of chains. After work- 
ing with this firm for a few vears Mr. 
Lasar went into business for himself, and 
manufactured diamond mountings in a smal! 
shop on the Bowery in New York. From 
this‘he gradually drifted into the diamond 
business, until he finally became a promi- 
nent diamond importer with offices at 24 
Maiden Lane, New York. It was stated of 
him that he was at one time one of the 
best diamond experts in the country, and 
many in the trade regarded him as the best 
authority on the relative values of the dif- 
ferent grades of goods. During these years 
of his life he quietly amassed a fortune. 

In December, 1897, Lasar came before the 
public in a sensational manner and carried 
the publicity of his expicit-to his death. 
At that time he was arrested and charged 
with smuggling $65,000 worth of diamonds 
into the United States. He was not tried 
criminally, but the gems, with the excep-

United States General App.a.-ers Renaer 

Important Decision on Strung Pearls. 

A decision which may have a great ef 
fect on the method of importing drilled 
pearls, which was alluded to in a previous 
issue Of THE CirRCULAR-WEEKLY, was hand- 
ed down, last week, by the Board of Clas- 
sification of the United States General Ap- 
praisers, at New York. The opinion, which 
is written by T. S. Sharretts, in effect, says 
that drilled pearls strung on a cheap cot- 
ton cord, without reference to their being 
matched and assorted, but only for conve- 
nience in handling, are not subject to duty 
as “‘pearls strung,’ under the Tariff Law, 
but are dutiable at the rate of 10 per cent. 
ad valorem under Par. 436 of the Tariff 
Act, as being more closely assimilated to 
pearls in their natural state. 

The decision involving the point was 
rendered on the protest of J. Jefferson 
Coolidge, of Boston. It is as follows: 

The merchandise in question consists of pearls 
pierced and strung on cotton cords. They were 
assessed at 60 per cent. ad valorem under Par. 
434 of the Tariff Act of 1897, and are claimed by 
the imported in his protest to be dutiable at 10 
per cent. ad valorem. 

The evidence taken in this case is to the effect 
that these pearls have not been matched nor se- 
lected, nor has their value been increased by 
drilling and stringing, and were it not for the fact 
that they are strung on cotton cords in bunches. 
the Board would have no difficulty in reaching 
the conclusion that they fell within the scope of 
the decision of the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals of the Second Circuit, Jn re Tiffany ws. 
the United States. (112 Fed. Rep. 672.) 

In G. A. 876 (T. D. 11883) and numerous other 
decisions the Board held that beads strung on cot- 
ton cords were not dutiable as beads loose, not 
threaded or strung, but in those cases the beads 
were strung within the trade meaning of the term; 
whereas the evidence shows that the pearls in this 
case were not strung as understood by the jew- 
elry trade. Par. 436 provides for pearls in their 
natural state, not strung or set. Pearls set would 
be jewelry, and it is reasonable to assume that 
Congress had this fact in view when it coupled 
the word “strung” with “‘pearls set.’’ This conclu 
sion is strengthened by reference te Par. 436, 
which provides for articles actually known as jew- 
elry, including pearls set or strung. 

The bunch of unselected pearls in the case now 
before us does not partake of the nature of jew- 
elry, and on the authority of the decision in the 
Tiffany cdse, we hold they are by similitude 
dutiable at the same rate as pearls in their: natural 
siate. 

The protests are sustained and the decision of 
the Collector reversed. 


Large Advances Made in Reappraise- 
ment of Artificial Rubies. 


The Board of United States General 
Appraisers at New York Friday made sev- 
eral large advances on an invoice of arti- 
ficial rubies. The rubies were from Albert 
Paquier, Paris, and advances are as fol- 
lows: 22.50 francs to 40 francs per carat, 
25 francs to 45 francs per carat, 30 francs 
to 50 franes per carat, 35 francs to 55 francs 
per carat, and 50 francs to 60 francs per 
carat. 

It was stated to a CircULAR-WEEKLY re- 
porter, Saturday, at the office of the Gen- 
eral Appraisers, that the goods were im- 
ported by a firm out of New York, but no 
more than this could be learned, as it is a 
violation of the customs practice in such 
cases to divulge the name of an importer 
whose invoices are advanced on reappraise- 
ment. It is likely, however, that the name 
of the importer will come out in a few 
days as some protest or appeal will prob 
ably be filed in the matter.

Escaping Gas Causes Fire Which Dam- 
ages Store of Emanuel Grafner & Co. 
PittsspurG, Pa., April 2.—The store of 

Emanuel Gratner & Co., 616 Penn Ave., 
had a narrow escape from destruction by 
fire, this afternoon. About 3 o'clock an in- 
spector employed by the Philadelphia Gas 
Co. went into the cellar of the building, 
carrying a lighted candle, in search of a 
gas leak. The candle flame ignited the gas 
and an explosion followed, setting fire to 
the building. The gas inspector was not 
injured, but M. H. Morgenstern, a member 
of the jewelry firm, was burned about the 
head and hands, hys hair having been 
singed. An alarm was turned in and the 
fire department responded promptly. 

The damage to the Grafner store will 
amount to about $500 and is covered by 
insurance.

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HHyman Gattle Discharged from Arrest in 
Civil and Criminal Proceedings. 


Hyman Gattle, formerly a diamond dealer 
at 69 Nassau St., New York, who, while 
under arrest, has been paroled in the cus- 
tody of his counsel since Feb. 19, was or- 
dered discharged from arrest, Friday, by 
Judge Holt, of the United States District 
Court of New York. Gattle was arrested, 
Feb. 18, in two suits brought against hit 
in the Supreme Court of New York by L. 
Tannenbaum & Co., creditors for $19,639. 
He was released the next day by court o¢ 
der, and paroled in the custody of his coun- 
s«| pending a decision of the case on an ap- 
plication for a permanent release from 
arrest. 

Mr. Tannenbaum claimed that on Feb. 
13 and May 19, of last year, Gattle pur- 
chased diamonds from him and made cer- 
tain statements regarding his (Gattle’s) 
financial condition. Judge Holt, in releas- 
ing Gattle, was of the opinion that Gattle 
should not be held, because the papers in 
which Tannenbaum made his allegation did 
not show that the alleged false statement 
Was in writing, and because the proof of 
Tannenbaum’s claim in bankruptcy includes 
the claims in the two suits, and is for goods 
sold and delivered. The filing of these 
claims in bankruptcy, in the Judge’s opin- 
ion, amounts to an election to waive his 
rights in the property except those given 
by the bankruptcy court. 

The criminal charges of forgery which 
were made against Gattle by the John 
Krank Jewelry Co., Schenectady, N. Y., 
were dismissed by a Police Magistrate, last 
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week, so that Gattle is now released from 
arrest on all charges against him, and 1s 
at present a free man. 

It was stated to a CirCULAR-WEEKLY re- 
porter, Thursday, by Hastings & Gleason, 
attorneys for the Jewelers Association and 
Board of Trade, of New York, which rep- 
resent a large number of Gattle’s creditors, 
that Gattle would be used as a witness in a 
number of civil suits brought against certain 
persons in the trade to whom 1 ts alleged 
Gattle transferred large quantities of goods 
while he was insolvent, and on which his 
creditors are entitled to realize something 
in the nature of a bankruptcy dividend. It 
is expected that when these suits come to 
trial Gattle will be able to give some inter- 
esting testimony that will be beneficial to 
all of his creditors, in assisting them to 
obtain something more out of the bankrupt 
estate than they have as yet been able to 
find. 


Rojerio Rocha, aged 112 years, and the 
oldest resident of the San Fernando Mis- 
sion Indians, was buried in Los Angeles, 
Cal., last week. As a silversmith his name 
was famous throughout the state. It was 
Rocha’s hammer which formed the beaten 
silver used by the Mission Fathers in the 
construction of the old Missions. He also 
fashioned the elaborate silver gold 
bridles for the early Spanish Grandees. He 
is said to have carried to his grave the se- 
cret of the location of a rich gold mine 
which was worked in the early days by the 
Padres and which was the source of the 
gold of which San Fernando Mission was 
famed. 
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Death of Frederick W. Butler. 
N. Y., March 380.—The death, 
Sunday, of Frederick W. Butler, an old 
and well-known jeweler of this section, 
was a severe shock to his many friends in 
this vicinity, particularly when it was 
learned that the deceased had commtited 
suicide by shooting himself with a 32-caliber 
revolver during a temporary fit of insanity. 
Mr. Butler had not been well for some time, 
but his illness did not seem to be of a se- 
rious nature. 

The deceased was a native of England, 
having been born in the Isle of Wight, 
June 21, 1844. With his parents he came 
to Brockport in 1852, and for a_ while 
worked on a farm at Clarkston. In 1863 
he came to Albion and learned the jewelry 
t ade in the store of Hiram W. Preston, in 
whose employ he remained for 17 years. In 
Ik82 he started in business for himself as 
the successor to J. T. Brown, built up a 
large trade, and for many years had been 
known as one of the most successful and 
most highly respected merchants of Albion. 

The deceased was prominent as a Mason 
was a member of Renovation Lodge No 
57, F. and A. M., and Orleans Chapter, 175, 
R. A. M. He was a member of Christ 
Church, and for some time served on the 
School Board. 

Mr. Butler was married 22 years ago to 
Miss Sarah Wall, who, with one son and 
two daughters, survive him.

Creditors of Weinreb & Merker Oppose 
Bankrupts’ Application for a 
Discharge in Bankruptcy. 

The Affairs of Weinreb & Merker, for- 
merly manufacturing jewelers at 40 Maiden 
Lane, New York, are coming to a point 
where their creditors may hope for a larger 
dividend out of the estate than appeared 
tu be in sight some weeks ago. 

The schedules of the bankrupts show lia- 
bilities of $90,234, and assets of $18,147. It 
will be noticed that there is a difference be- 
tween these liabilities and assets of some- 
thing over $70,000. H. Z. & H. Oppen- 
heimer, creditors of the bankrupts, have 
gone in search of this $70,000 or more, and 
may be able to get part of it. A fight has 
been begun by them, through their attor- 
ney, Jos. Rosenzweig, in the United States 
District Court, and Wednesday Judge Holt, 
of that court, overruled exceptions made 
by the bankrupts to the specifications of ob- 
jections made by H. Z. & H. Oppenheimer 
to the application for a discharge from 
bankruptcy of Weinreb & Merker. 

Among the specifications of objections 


submitted by Mr. Rosenzweig is one to 
the effect that Weinreb & Merker con- 
cealed assets from the trustee in  bank- 


ruptey. Jos. H. Fink, of Joseph H. Fink & 


Co., consisting of $18,000 cash, which money 
the bankrupts claim they withdrew from 
their bank in cash and paid to a person 
whose name they refuse to divulge; that 
they also concealed diamonds and jewelry 
to the amount of $45,000, being the amount 
of assets which, according to the best in- 
spection of their books, have disappeared 
in a manner unexplained by their books or 
any memoranda kept by the bankrupts. 

Sometime ago a meeting of creditors was 
held for the purpose of determining whether 
or not they should fight the discharge in 
bankruptcy of the defunct firm out of 
the assets left by that firm. The creditors, 
with the exception of H. Z. & H. Oppen- 
heimer, decided not to oppose the discharge 
and so Messrs. Oppenheimer began the fight 
alone. It looks, however, as though the 
remainder of the creditors would step in 
ard help them out, as there seems to be a 
strong feeling among some of them that 
part of the assets which it is alleged have 
disappeared may be recovered. If the 
creditors as a body decide to ally them- 
selves with H. Z. & H. Oppenheimer for 
the purpose of opposing the discharge of 
the bankrupts, they will provide the funds 
for the fight out of their own pockets and 
not out of the assets of the concern

Alleged Check Forger Arrested in Roehm 
& Son’s Store, Detroit, Mich. 

Detroit, Mich., April 3.—Detectives Kane 
and Clare, yesterday, arrested a man named 
Henry Smith, who is charged with con- 
spiracy in attempting to pass an alleged 
forged check for $75 at the store of Roehm 
& Son, 184-186 Woodward Ave. Lieut. 
Lally declares the man is wanted in nearly 
every large city in the United States, and 
that he is a clever and successful forger, 
who makes a specialty of operating among 
jewelers. According to Lally, the right 
name of the accused is Harry Conway, alias 
Charles B. Allen, who is wanted in this city 
for an offense committed seven years ago, 
when he represented himself to be John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., and cashed a forged check 
for $300 at the Russell House. 

When the arrest was made in Roehm & 
Son’s store, “Smith” or “Conway,” started 
to run away, but a blow on his face brough¢ 
him to his knees. A woman, giving her 
name as Mrs. Nellie Smith, was also taken 
into custody. Detective Kane secured the 
draft which was drawn on the Citizens’ 
Bank, Ubley, Mich., and signed by D. 
Leach. In view of the fact that the forged 
draft for $350 which was passed on Chris- 
tian Leidich, a steamship ticket agent, seven 
years ago, was of similar paper, and drawn 
on the same bank, the police believe they 
have the right man. The draft presented to 
Mr. Roehm was made payable to W. E. 
Paul. 

Yesterday afternoon the officers learned 
a woman had left a $75 diamond ring at the 
jewelry store of Wright, Kay & Co. to be 
repaired. She said that her husband would 
call for it. He did call, and presented a 
draft for $85 in payment, but it was re- 
fused. From there the police traced the 
couple to Hugh Connolly’s jewelry store, 
corner of State and Griswold Sts., where 
Connolly refused to cash the draft. Then 
every jeweler in the city was notified to 
watch for the couple and a description was 
sent to them. 

At 7 o’clock last night, word was sent 
to headquarters that the pair were in Roehm 
& Son’s store and the arrest followed. Both 
of them refuse to talk, but the man declared 
he is a telegraph operator. 

H. H. Caswell, Asbury Park, N. J., is a 
Government licensed engineer and a_ boat 
builder of considerable ability. He divides 
his time of late between his jewelry business 
and the construction of marine craft.

de Abrew. He also announced that As 
sistant Commissioner Huyshe Elliott 
had arrived in New York with part of the 
Ceylon exhibits. 

Among the gems exhibited by Ceylon, 
says Mr. de Abrew, will be the largest 
and finest that have been found on the 
island. The sapphire collection will con- 
tain many stones in the rough, dirty blue- 
looking pebbles from the bed of the 
Rakwana River, and some of the ex- 
quisitely cut and polished work of the 
Singhalese jewelers. Rubies from Ratna- 
pura, the “City of Gems,” as its name 
may be translated, will vie with the 
pigeon-blood stones of Burmah in_ their 
fire. 

Perhaps the most interesting part of the 
native exhibit will be the elephant trap- 
pings and “pagodas,” or howdahs, made 
of gold and silver and set with precious 
stones. These are patterned after those 
worn by the sacred elephants in the re- 
ligious festivals, when the “Tooth of 
Buddha” is brought from the Kandian 
tentple “Maligawa,” where this holy relic 
is kept. and carried in procession through 
the old native capital city of the island. 

Ceylon is famous for its pear) fisheries, 
which have been fostered under the rule 
of the retiring Governor, Sir West Ridge- 
way, who placed the fishing for pearls on 
a basis that will insure the beds against 
exhaustion and bring reasonable remu- 
neration to every person engaged in the 
work, 

As it was through Sir West Ridgeway 
that Ceylon has taken part in the Expo- 
sition on such a large scale, the indus- 
tries in which he was especially interested 
will be well represented out of regard for 
his efforts. In the setting of pearls the 
skill of the Singhalese jeweler will com- 
pare favorably, it is said, with the skilled 
workmen of Paris, London and New 
York, although until recently the crudest 
instruments were used for the work.

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Silver at London. 


OME important sales were held ai 

Christie’s, London, during the month 
of March, and, in spite of “hard times, 
prices seem to be continually on the rise. 
At the sale of the Townsend heirlooms, by 
order of the present Marquis, the Bacon 
Cup of silver, with the London hall-mark 
of 1574, fetched $12,500, at the rate of about 
$300 an ounce. This cup was the third made 
of the Great Seal of England by order of 
Sir Nicholas Bacon, Lord Keeper of the 
Privy Seal to Queen Elizabeth. A_two- 
handled silver cup and cover, richly chased, 
14 inches high, London, 1725, engraved with 
the royal arms, G R, and _ inscription, 
brought $1,666, $18.25 an ounce. This cup 
was presented by King George I. to his 
godson, George Townsend, probably at his 
baptism. The companion cup and cover, 
but weighing five ounces more, was pre- 
sented to John Townsend, by the King. It 
sold for $1,920, $20 an ounce. 

A silver cup and cover, presented by King 
George III. to his godson, Frederick Town- 
send, 1768, a comparatively: modern piece, 
brought $780, $15 an ounce. An Elizabethan 
ewer and cover, of silver-gilt and rock 
crystal, 9% inches high, was sold for $5,000 
The mounts bore the Edinburgh hall 
mark and that of the maker, George Heriot, 
father of the celebrated silversmith to James 
I. The deacon’s mark, I C (James Cok), 
would make the date of manufacture 153-4. 
The body of the ewer is probably Chinese, 
the mounts being engraved with the arms 
or Erskine and Murray. It was given by 
Queen Elizabeth to John Lord 
Earl of Mar, who was Regent of Scotland 
in 1571, and formed one of the principal ex- 
hibits at the Glasgow Exhibition, 1S8* 

Among the other silver disposed of at 
this sale were: Tea kettle, boldly chased 
with animals, birds and flowers, London, 
1749, $760, $7.75 an ounce. A William and 
Mary two-handled porringer, with scroll 
handles, London, 1692, $602, $42 an ounce 
A Charles II. plain tankard and cover, Lon- 
don, 1668, $632, $22 an ounce (this had a 
second maker’s mark struck over the date- 
letter). A Commonwealth plain tankar@, 
with slightly domed cover, London, 165, 
$612, $36 an ounce. A Queen Anne Mon- 
teith, with the Exeter hall-mark for 1707, 
$1,000, $18 an ounce, an unusual price for 
silver marked at a provincial office. 

At the sale of the Hawkins collection, the 
enormous sum of $32,000 was paid for a 
Louis XV. oblong gold  snuff-box, with 
panels of enamel, set with fine Brazilian 
diamonds, by Hainelin, signed and dated 
1758. This is the record price, so far, for 
such an object sold in any auction room. 
The late Mr. Hawkins is said to have de- 
voted about $50,000 a year to the purchase 
of snuff-boxes, miniatures, bijouterie,

Jewelry Failures failures in’ all 
During March. lines were, during 
March, greater in 
number and amount of liabilities than dur- 
ing the corresponding month of the two pre- 
ceding years, but in the jewelry trade, 
while the amount of liabilities remained 
greater, the number of failures was less 
than during the same month in 1903 and 
1902. According to a table showing failures 
by branches of business compiled for Dun’s 
Review, there were 14 dealers in jewelry 
and clocks who became insolvent last 
month, and their liabilities amounted to 
$104,238, or an average of $7,445. That this 
varies but little from the normal figures of 
the same month of corresponding years 
will be seen from the fact that there were 
15 failures in March, 1903, with liabilities 
of $45,163; 17 failures in March, 1902, with 
liabilities of $133,402; 16 failures in March, 
1901, with liabilities of $174.514, and 10 fail 
ures in March, 1900, with liabilities of 
$84,686. 

An increase over the normal figures is 
shown in the table giving the failures of 
the first quarter of the past five years, as 
both in number and amount of liabilities 
the jewelry 
than during the first three months of any 
year since 1900. According to Dun’s Re- 
view, there-were &4 failures during the first 
quarter of this year, with liabilities of $792,- 
674, or an average of $9436. During 
the first quarter of 1903 there were 49 fail- 
ures, with liabilities of $284,691; in 1902, 
71 failures, with liabilities of $624,931; in 
1901, 67 failures, with liabilities of $516,- 
778, and in 1900, 47 failures, with liabilities 
of $503,851. There is little doubt that the 
large number of dealers who went to the 
wall during the latter part of January 
caused the increase already referred to, but 
even with these the figures for the quarter 
are not so far above the normal as to be 
worthy of any special comment

NE of the most 
interesting de- 
cisions to the precious 
stone trade that has 
been handed down in customs cases for 
some time was that rendered, last week, by 
the Board of Classification of the United 
States General Appraisers, which declares 
that unassorted pearls brought in in bunches 
on a string, are dutiable, by similitude, as 
“pearls in their natural state,” and not as 
“pearls strung,” within the meaning of the 
Tariff Act. 

This decision was predicted in THE Ctr- 
CULAR-WEEKLY a few weeks ago and sus- 
tains a claim which has often been made 
in regard to the pearl clause of the Tariff 
Act, namely, that the words “pearls set or 
strung,’ in Par. 436, refer to pearls set or 
strung as jewelry, and that to come within 
this paragraph pearls must be “strung” 
within the commercial meaning of the word; 
that is, assorted and matched, and fastened 
together by a string in order to compose 
a necklace, biacelet or similar article of 
adornment. In getting behind the literal 
meaning of the words, and applying a broad 
commercial interpretation to Par. 436, the 
members of the Board of Classification 
have shown that they can take a common- 
sense view of the law and draw real instead 
of metaphysical distinctions in the settle- 
ment of mooted tariff points. 


An Important 
Tariff Decision 
On Pearls. 


If this decision is allowed to stand, or is 
sustained on appeal, there is no doubt that 
it will result in a radical change among 
some importers in the method of importing 
pearls into this country which will, no 
doubt prove a convenience to many. It is 
too early as yet to deny or affirm the truth 
of the claim made by some Government offi- 
cials and a few importers, that the im- 
portation of pearls in this manner, at 10 
per cent., will open the way to fraudulent 
practices among unscrupulous dealers. 
Time alone can determine what the full ef- 
fect of the decision will be upon the trade 
as a whole. 


HE _importations 
of precious 
stones and pearls at 
the Port of New 
York for the Month of March amounted in 
value to $1,932,066, which is about $939,579 
less than the importations of March, last 
year, but $38,700 more than in March, 1902; 
in fact, the figures are exceeded only by 
those of March, 1903, and March, 1901. Of 
the total, $1,152,916 was the value of the cut 
stones, and $779,150 the value of the un- 
cut gems, principally diamonds. —

American Waltham Watch Co. Obtains 
Injunction Against Infringer of Its 
Trade Name. 

The United States Circuit Court, Brooklyn, 
N. Y., has decided in favor of the Ameri- 
can Waltham Watch Co. a suit to establish 
the exclusive right ofthat company to use 
the word “Waltham” as a trade name in 
the watch business. The suit was begun by 
the American Waltham Watch Co. last 
February against Henry Harris and Emil 
I*. Koester, who last Summer commenced 
selling watches at retail at 95 Fifth Ave., 
New York, under the style of “The Wal- 
tham Co.” The American Waltham Watch 
Co. notified this concern to stop such use 
of the word “Waltham,” and the defendants 
changed the name to “The Walhan Co.” 
When they were again warned they made 
still another change by adopting the name, 
the “Walhalla Mfg. Co., formerly the Wal- 
tham Co.,” and still kept their old name 

“The Waltham Co.” on their signs 

Che complaint against the use of the 
word “Waltham” was then filed in the 
United States Circuit Court at Brooklyn, 
and a permanent injunction against the de- 
fendants was asked. Last month Judge 
Thomas, sitting in that court, signed a de- 
cree by default in favor of the complainant, 
the defendants not having filed any answer 
to the complaint. A part of the writ of in- 
junction served on the defendants after the 
decree was signed by the Court, reads as 
follows: 

Now, therefore, you, the said Henry Harris an4 
Emil F. Koester, your attorney, agents, servants 
and employes, and all persons acting under your 


or either of your authority or direction. are 
strictly commended and enjoined under the nvins 
and penalties which may fall upon you and cach 
of you in case of disobedience that you. forthwith 
and until further order of this Court. desist: 

First. From using the word “Waltham” or any 
colorable imitation thereof, or the word “Wal- 
than” or the word “Walhalla” as a part of the 
name or title under which defendants or cither 
of them trade or trades or shall trade or in ad 
vertising their business, or upon any of their sta- 
tionery or upon signs in and about their place or 
Places of business, excepting the use of the word 
“Waltham” or of complainant's corporate name in 
advertising or selling watches or watch movemer's 
made by complainant. 

Second. From using the word “Waltham” either 
by itself or in combination with other words in 
connection with or in describing, adversising or 
selling watches or watch movements except as to 
watches or watch movements made by complain 
ant or in advertising complainant’s name in con 
nection with the sale of watches made by it

SUBJECT: 
“How a Credit System Should Be Conducted.” 


RUDENCE, business ability and fore- 
sight are three qualities absolutely 
essential to the jeweler who contemplates 
establishing a credit system. The advisa- 
bility or inadvisability of inaugurating such 
a system is entirely dependent on condi- 
tions which prevail in the territory in which 
the jeweler is located. When properly and 
judiciously conducted the giving of credit 
operates both to enliven trade and to secure 
for the jeweler the good will of all con- 
cerned. Injudiciously conducted, however, 
it is one of the most baneful means that 
could be used to disintegrate business. 

It is not a very difficult matter to sell 
goods on this basis. The difficulty lies 
chiefly in making collections. The sales- 
man’s persuasive ability can do much in ef- 
fecting a sale, but all the persuasive ability 
in the world can’t collect a bad account: 
hence, so much for caution in starting this 
system. After having made a careful study 
of the habits, occupation, modes of living. 
income, ete., of the persons to whom the 
jeweler contemplates extending credit, let 
him open a system’ of bookkeeping in the 
following manner: 

Enter the name, address, date of purchase 
and occupation of the patron, on what is 
usually the debit side of the ledger. On 
the opposite side rule off the page with ver- 


tical lines about one-half an inch apart, and, 
when each payment is made, make a mem- 
orandum of it in these columns, leaving a 
space at the top for the date. In this way 
a glance at the books at any time will give 
the jeweler all the necessary information, 
including the time when the purchase was 
made, the different dates on which payments 
were made, etc., etc. 

Every month forward to each _per- 
son on this list a clear statement of his 
account. For instance, if a man has pur- 
chased a watch for $30 and agrees to pay 
$4 a month for it until it is fully paid for 
send him a statement bearing the name of 
the watch, price, terms on which it was 
purchased, etc., and a bill for $4. After he 
has remitted, send him a similar statement, 
monthly, with the several payments deducted 
and the balance rendered conspicuous by red 
ink. This will prevent future controversy. 
It may seem superfluous to mention an item 
such as this, bet there are many whose 
negligence in sending-out bills, or whose 
failure to make them out in the proper way, 
is often responsible for consequent losses. 
Then, again, the purchaser is impressed with 
system and regularity on the part of the 
jeweler, and is indeed inspired with con- 
fidence in him, realizing, as he will, that 
system and order indicate intelligence and

knowledge—two things which have 
learned to respect. 

Of course, the jeweler must expect to 
have some persons On his list from whom it 
will be extremely difficult to make collec- 
tions. These cases should be treated with 
persistence, but never with harshness, un- 
less it be a case of downright dishonesty, 
which is really a case for the criminal 
courts. It will be found, however, if the 
proper precautions have been observed in 
giving credit from the first, that most of 
those who are lax in paying regularly are 
really worthy wage earners who are fre- 
quently hard pressed, and, consequently, 
kindness in these cases will be found much 
more effective than bullying. 

In regard to those with money but a dis- 
inclination to settle accounts, continued 
dunning or a personal visit will generally 
accomplish the required results.

Little Things That Count in Business. 


NE outward expression of business 
is the girl who answers the telephone. 
What would you think if I told you that a 
prospective customer called you up the other 
day and that the nasty, harsh-voiced, ill- 
tempered treatment he received over the 
wire gave him a most disagreeable impres- 
sion of your concern. He got neither the 
telephone connection, the informaticn, nor 
the consideration he expected—and you did 
not get the business. By such a slender 
thread sometimes hangs an order. 

Or would you believe that a certain buyer 
intended to divide his order between your 
house and a competitor; that jewel of a 
girl answered the ‘phone; her well-modu- 
lated voice, her respectful interest in his be- 
lief, put him in a pleasant and receptive 
frame of mind. She said: “Mr. Blank is 
not in his office at the moment, but I shall 
send for him at 3y being at the 
‘phone in person you got the entire order. 
Perhaps you recall the incident. 

A business man may well tremble to think 
of the good or bad impressions being con- 
stantly multiplied and sent out from his 
stenographic department. The position of 
typist is a very responsible one. A business 
letter is the representative of a firm. If it 
is slovenly and careless in appearance it 
creates instant prejudice. If neatly and in- 
telligently written it inspires confidence arid 
respect.

Only a small percentage of the patrons 
of most concerns ever come in personal 
contact with the house. They judge of the 
firm's intelligence, its enterprise and busi- 
ness management by the smartness and fin- 
ish of such work as comes to hand. A 
typist may look upon a letter merely as 
something to be done and gotten out of the 
way, but a letter has a long life. It is filed 
away and preserved for years. It may be 


referred to many times. A letter written to- 
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day may be criticised or complimented 1) 
years hence. 

It is a mistake to suppose that no one 
cares or notices when work is well done. It 
is always noticed; besides, good work 1s 
worth while if only for the self-satisfaction 
it gives. It is something to feel that one is 
improving a little every day; going forward, 
instead of backward; becoming more capa 
ble and efficient. The habit of good work 
makes everything makes the day 
pass more quickly, and puts one on good 
terms with one’s self. 

A letterhead placed in the machine is 
merely a sheet of paper, like a piece of 
white sketching board before the artist. The 
operator can make something beautiful of 
it if she will give it form, expression and 
character. A perfect typewritten letter is 
really a thing of beauty, attractive to the 
eye and the mind. 

Upon those who dictate the correspond- 
ence rests a still heavier responsibility. This 
is entirely too big a subject for casual com- 
ment. It is one of the greatest fields in any 
business for the exercise of intelligence and 
tact. Not only one’s familiarity with the 
business itself, but one’s whole knowledge 
of men and affairs is called into play. <A 
man can go on for a lifetime perfecting him 
self in such work. 

In handling a large correspondence con-

stant self-discipline is required to give the 
dictation life and interest. The tendency ts 
to degenerate into a mere machine, to use 
stereotyped forms and phrases. Most busi 
ness men seem incapable of putting their 
own personality into a letter, unless they 
are angry. When a man is angry he should 
call his stenographer and dictate freely al! 
that he feels inclined to say, have it care 
fully written out, read it thoughtfully, and 
then tear it up. It gets the load off his 
chest, and at a later hour or the next day 
he may be better qualified to do himself 
justice 

No outward expression of a business is of 
more vital consequence than the mail that 
goes out every day; what is said and thx 
Che spirit of your business 
is sure to show in your correspondence 

It is unfortunate there is no English 
equivalent for the French term, esprit dé 
corps—that enthusiastic devotion of all t 
the common cause. That is the thing that 
Think 
accomplished in the world time and again 
merely by the zeal of one man. Think of 
the contagious enthusiasm of a real leade 
and then consider its cumulative force if 
multiplied by the total number of men con 
nected with an enterprise. It means the 
army of Napoleon. 

The ability to inspire others is perhaps 
the greatest faculty a mortal can possess 
I sometimes think that no man should be 
at the head of a business who does not have 
in a marked degree this gift of leadership

His 
salesmen must represent him and ‘not mis- 
represent him. If the man belittles his house 
and claims to sell all the goods on his own 
personality he is not a good advertisement 
to send about the country 

One of the great things about a public ad 
vertising campaign is that it emphasizes 
these facts. It lets the sunlight into the 
dusty corners. It forces more wholesome 
conditions; brings with it a liberal educa- 
tion in business ethics. Mr. Business Man, 
if your employes are running your busi- 
ress in their way and not yours, perhaps 
you need the tonic of a public advertising 
campaign. 

Mr. Advertiser, if there i no one in your 
institution capable of infusing the spirit of 
cheerfulness and loyalty, no one who can 
develop esprit de corps, perhaps you would 
better turn the task over to your advertising 
manager 
as to come within the scope of his depart

23, we have a plano-concave cylinder (B,

Fig. 24). The axis of such cylinders is at 
BC. 

Convex cylindricals may be regarded as 
composed of two prisms placed base to 
base (A B, Fig. 25). Rays of light passing 
through such a combination are refracted 
toward the base and come to a focus. Rays 


which strike the cylinder at its axis pass 
through parallel and unrefracted. A con- 
cave cylinder may be regarded as composed 
of two prisms with their apices together 
(C D, Fig. 25). Rays passing through a 
concave cylinder are diverged, those which 
pass through parallel to the axis being un- 
refracted. 

The greatest refractive power that a cyl- 


indrical lens is capable of exerting on a 
ray of light is exerted only when the ray 
passes in the meridian at right angles to the 
axis. 

The refractive power of a cylindrical lens

is unequal in its different meridians to the 
refractive power of a certain meridian, be- 
ing dependent upon the distance of that 
meridian from the axis of cylinder. 

The two principal meridians of a cylin- 
drical lens are the meridian in the plane 


of its axis and the meridian at right angles. 

In Fig. 26 a, Vig. 26 8B and lig. 26 © are 
represented convex cylindri al lenses of + 
3.00 D. A B designates the axis of each cylin-

der and C D the meridian of greatest re- 
fractive power. Rays of light which pass 
through the cylinder in a plane to the dot- 
ted line FE, Fig. 26 8) would meet with a re- 
fracting power equal to + 1.00 D. Rays 
which pass in a plane to the dotted line F 
(Fig. 26 ¢) would meet with a refracting 
power of + 2.00 D. At C D (Fig. 26 a), 
we find the greatest refractive power, which 
is + 3.00 D, and at A B, the least, — 0. 

These three figures show that the power 
of a cylinder decreases as the axis is 
neared, increases as the meridian at right 
angles is approached and reaches its maxi- 
mum at this meridian. 


If two cylindrical lenses of like sign and 
power are placed together with their axis 
at right angles to each other, the combina- 
tion is equal to a spherical lens of the same 
sign and power. 

Fig. 27 represents two such cylinders. A 
is placed with its axis vertical, and B with 
i.. axis horizontal. A ray of light passing

through the cylinder B, in the meridian C, 
would pass through unrefracted, but, upon 
reaching the meridian C’, in cylinder A, it 
would meet with 3.00 diopters of refractive 
power. A ray passing through the first 
cylinder in the meridian D would meet 
with -++ 1.00 D of refractive power. In the 
second cylinder, meridian D‘, it would 
meet + 2.00 D more of power and their 
sum equals + 3.00 D. If this method be 
followed out in all of the meridians, it 
will be shown that all rays of light which 
pass through the combination, no matter 
in what meridian, will be equally refract- | 
The focus, therefore, of rays of light pass 
ing through two cylinders so combined will 
be at a point. The focus of a plaro- 
cylindrical lens is a line. 
NUMBERING OF LENSES. 

The present system of expressing lens 
values or strength has only been in use 
for about the last 20 years. Previous to

this time a lens of one-inch focal length was 
taken as a standard. The disadvantage of 
the inch system was the difficulty in com- 
bining lenses together, because all lenses 
whose focal length was greater than one 
inch were expressed by a fraction. This 
difficulty in combining fractions, together 
with the irregularity in the intervals be- 
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Optical Department. 


tween the lenses resulted in the adoption of 
the metric scale of measurement. 

In the metric system, a lens having a 
focal length of one meter is taken as the 
standard or unit lens. This lens is called 
a 1.00 D., D. being the abbreviation for di- 
opter. A 2.00 diopter lens is twice as strong 
as a 1.00 diopter, and brings parallel rays 
to a focus at one-half meter. A 0.50 D. 
lens is one-half as strong as a 1.00 D., and 
brings rays to a focus at two meters. 
Strictly speaking, a meter is equal to 39.5 
inches, but for convenience in transposing 
from the inch to the metric system—from 
inches to diopters—it is considered to be 
40 inches. Forty divided by the focal 
length in inches equals the value in di- 
opters; 49 divided by the value in diopters

Spherical lenses are of three classes, plano 
convex or concave, double convex or con- 
cave and periscopic convex or concave. A 
spherical lens of a given strength may be 
obtained in several forms. Take, for in- 
stance, a convex lens of 6.00 diopters. This 


is illustrated by Fig. 28. In this illustra- 
tion A represents a lens whose refractive 
power is ground all on one surface; B, a 
lens in which the refractive power is the 
same on each surface; C, has one surface 
ground convex to the power of 2.00 D.. 
and the opposite surface 100 D. At D, 
is shown the periscopic form. In this style 
the lens is usually ground concave on one 
surface to the extent of 1.25 D., and on the 
opposite side is added the additional amount 
of plus power to neutralize this — 1.25 D., 
and leave a refractive power of + 6.00 D. 
This is the form in most general use to- 
day. In the periscopic convex the concave 
curvature is generally 1.25 D. and the peri 
scopic concave has a convex curvature of 
1.25 D.

Astigmatic Accommodation. 


BY GUSTAVUS KAHN. 

ANY writers on optometry deny the 

fact that the crystalline lens is capable 

of accommodating unequally, and even go so 

far as to assert that such action of the 

ciliary muscles and lens under the latest and 

most approved theory cf accommodation is 
utterly impossible. 

It seems to me, however, notwithstanding 
the latest and most approved theories of the 
action of the ciliary muscles, suspensory lig- 
ament and crystalline lens in the act of ac- 
commodating, which have no place for as- 
tigmatic accommodation, that the latter 
exists in numerous cases. Therefore, if it 
can be positively shown and proven in ac- 
tual optometrical practice to be de facto in 
evidence, it seems to me, in that case, that 
those approved new theories of accommoda- 
tion are either radically wrong or something 
is amiss somewhere. At any rate, it would 
be more proper to adjust such theories in 
harmony with existing facts and not try, by 
stretching the imagination and ignoring real 
conditions, to sustain some pet theory. 

In this article I will give the reader a 
case of compound myopic astigmatism with 
the rule. A young man, aged 24 years, who 
some five Or Six years ago was examined 
by an oculist, who used atropin and gave 
the following correction: 
R. BE. V. = W. sph. 8.25 cyl. ax. 180° 
L.E. V.= W —9.50sph. 2.50 cyl, ax, 180° V.=38. 

The glasses were very satisfactory until 
quite recently, when they commenced to 
cause eye-strain and dizziness and therefore 
he consulted me. By examining his muscles 
with and without his old glasses I found 
nothing but a very slight exophoria, which 
remained the same in the near test with his 
glasses on, while without them he was not 
able to see plain enough to make any muscle 
test very reliable. Nevertheless there did 
not seem a greater or a less amount of exo- 
phoria than, approximately, four degrees 
either way. Duction test was also found to 
be in harmony with the amount of hetero- 
phoria present. 

Using no cycloplegia, I measured his re- 
fraction, both objectively and subjectively, 
by the retinoscope and test lenses re- 
spectively, which gave, Jan. 13, 1904, the 
following : 


R. E. —8.00 sph. — 4.00 cyl. ax 180° 
L. E. — 9.50 sph. — 4.00 cyl. ax. 180°. 


Vision with the above glasses not better 
than with his old lenses and less comforta- 


ble. The ophthalmometer gave an equal 
amount of astigmatism, that is, 200 D,. ax. 
180°, which I tried afterward with modi- 
fied strength of spheres, but he was unable 
to use the glasses, claiming he could not see 
nearly as well with the left eye as with the 
other glasses Then I tried all sorts of 
weaker and stronger minus sphericals with 
ophthalmometric findings for cylinders, but 
each and all of them were rejected. 
Jan, 16, 1904: 
R. — 8.00 sph. cyl. 4.50 ax, 
L. E 9.00 sph. — cyl. 5.00.ax. 180°, 
Vision not better than with his old glasses 
and certainly not worse, but glasses felt 
somewhat strong and glaring 
Jan, 20, 1904: 


RK. E, — 6.50 sph 
L.E 7.50 sph. 


340 cyl, ax, 
* 4 Weyl. ax. 180°, 
Vision with the above glasses just as good 
with either eye, or with both together, as 
with his old glasses, and he thought, also, 
that they felt a little easier

Vision in all respects the same as with 
his own and the other glasses on the day 
when tested

Vision on the day when tested the same, 
no better nor worse, than with his own and 
all other lens combinations heretofore 
found. 

I made several other tests on different 
days with similar variations in results, in 
regard to the strength of the sphere and 
cylinder, but not in regard to vision, which 
seemed to be alike and gave a little more 
than 3§ with both eyes. Therefore I made 
one selection which gave the weakest spheri 
cals with the strongest cylinders found in 
the various tests, but after using the glasses 
a few days he could not see as well with 
them either near or far as on the day when 
tested. I finally decided on the weakest 
spheres with the weakest cylinders selected 
from the above tests, and, while he said he 
could not see as well with them as with his 
old glasses when he first got them, a subse 
quent test after a few weeks showed prac 
tically three times as good vision as with 
his old glasses. 

The combination I ordered for him re 
gardless of vision for the time being was, as 
already stated, the weakest lens power ob- 
tained in any test sphere and cylinder. The 
combination was as follows: 

R, E. — sph. 225 cvl. ax. 180° 
L. E, — 7.75 sph. 2 W cyl. ar. 180°, 

The above glasses gave at first only a lit- 
tle less than }§ vision with both eyes, but 
they were most comfortable from the start 
and near vision was better with them than 
any glasses ever tried, while distant vision 
improved rapidly with the glasses to 3% 
practically with both eyes within a month’s 
use of them. The patient is still using 
them constantly (March 4, 1904) with in- 
creasing ease and comfort. 

The conclusions to be drawn from the 
above case and a number of similar ones

are: (1) That there must be astigmatic 
accommodation, otherwise equal vision could 
not be obtained with such widely different 
powers of cylinders (— 2.25 diopters to — 
4.50 diopters in the right eye; in the left 
eye, from — 2.50 diopters to actually — 5.00 
diopters). The varying powers of spherical 
used would not prove anything but spherical 
accommodation. (2) The fact that the 
weakest cylinders selected with the weakest 
spheres found when tested on the different 
days at first reduced vision for distance, but 
improved distant vision considerably (even 
greater than with any lens combination 
found in testing), gives the most palpable 
evidence in favor of astigmatic accommo- 
dation. 

Another curious fact is disclosed in this 
case, namely, that with atropin the cylinders 
as well as the spheres over-corrected, which 
goes to prove that in such cases the action 
of cycloplegics is unreliable, because we 
cannot assume that the myopia as well as 
the myopic astigmatism would become les; 
instead of more in the course of a few 
years. Strange, however, is the fact that 
the glasses fitted under atropin by the ocu- 
list were very satisfactory for several years, 
because in order to be such there could not 
possibly have been an over-correction during 
that time, and, if not, then his myopia, as 
well as his myopic astigmatism, must have 
grown less instead of remaining stationary 
or increasing in amount. This is a supposi- 
tion hardly admissible, still the fact remains, 
but the difficulty as it appears to me most 
striking, is how to reconcile this case on the 
theory of the non-existence of astigmatic 
accommodation; that such is not practical 
becomes self-evident from the facts in the 
case. Then why uphold this theory? 

The lesson the above case teaches is for 
optometrists to abandon all such authorities 
which have their sole merit in the name 
and reputation of the author, without any 
practical objective evidence given, and ac- 
cept only such theories as are in strict har- 
mony with our own everyday experience. 
In that way only will optometry be ele- 
vated as a science independent of all the un-

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certainties of medical theorizers and, in so 
doing, I predict that in time medical authors 
will not alone recognize our calling as legi- 
timate and independent of medicine, but will 
also be compelled to receive all their best 
information in regard to such matters from 
strictly optometrical sources. 


Errors of the Color-Blind. 


A WELL known eye specialist, who has 
an office on W. 7th St., while discussing 
some of the various defects of the human 
eye which are not noticeable to the ordi- 
nary observer, had this to say about color- 
blind people, says the Cincinnati 
Commercial Tribune. 

“The world must be a curious place to 
color-blind people, of whom there are 40 
males and three females to every 1,000 per- 
sons. Some are blue-yellow blind, and 
everything seems either red, green or gray 
to them; others are red-green blind, and all 
things appear to them to be yellow, blue or 
gray of various shades, and others, again, 
perceive no distinction of color at all, but 
the whole world wears an unchanging as- 
pect of dull gray. 

“To these last a visit to a picture gal- 
lery would 1eveal merely a collection of 
engravings or photographs. But the two 
former have the compensation of seeing 
their own two colors much more brightly 
than ordinary people. 

“The color blind do extraordinary things 
at times. An officer of the navy went one 
day to buy material for a coat, vest and 
trousers. He bought a blue coat and red 
trousers, believing them of the same color. 
A British Admiral painted a landscape and 
was very proud of his performance, but he 
made the tree red, thinking it was the same 
color as green. When he purchased a pair 
of trousers he chose green ones, suspecting 
them to be brown. 

“An architect’s pupil, being directed to 
copy the picture of a brown house, made 
the house green, the sky scarlet and the 
roses blue. 

“A post-office clerk was always short in 
his accounts because he could not distin- 
guish the different colored stamps. And a 
sedate Quaker has been known to buy a 
green coat for himself and a red gown 
for his wife, thinking they were both 
brown. If you see a man in the street with 
a preposterous display of colors, charit- 
ably believe him to be one of the color 
blind. 

“Just why the eyes of women are less 
defective in the matter of distinguishing 
colors than those of a man is one of the 
things in nature that is unexplained. The 
construction is the same, yet the woman’s 
superiority in matching colors has always 
been recognized even where man has had 
the advantage of long experience.” 


An eye glass swindler, deceiving people 
into the belief that he represented the estab- 
lishment of R. Perlen, Utica, N. Y., visited 
several persons at that place, last week, 
and did a prosperous business. He _ in- 
formed purchasers that the eyeglasses could 
be returned to the store of Mr. Perlen, who 
would refund the money paid for them in 
case they proved ill-suited to the eyes of the 
wearer. 
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ERTAIN poisons possess the property 
of acting in a decided manner on the 
eye. Atropine enlarges the pupil and for 
this purpose has become indispensable in 
ophthalmology. Santonine causes one to 
see yellow. Disturbances of vision have 
furthermore been observed as secondary 
effects of certain medicines; for instance, 
after the use of quinine, iodoform and naph- 
thaline, which, in a case of inrestinal 
catarrh, caused a cataract. The worm dis 
ease in the district of the Ruhr in Germany 
has furnished an opportunity for the obser- 
vation that the popular fern-root, much em 
ployed as a remedy, may give rise to serious 
ocular injury. The use of this remedy in 
the case of two miners led to incurable 
blindness. 

In the trades there are also poisons which 
act especially upon the eye. Very danger- 
ous, above all, is lead which produces in- 
flammation and atrophy of the optic nerve. 
“Workmen in mustard factories,” says a 
German medical journal, “often suffer from 
inflammation of the cornea, in consequence 
of the action of the mustard vapors upon 
the eye.” Latterly, serious visual disturb- 
ances have been produced by chloric oxide 
and chloric dioxide, poisonous vapors gener- 
ated by the use of magnesium flash-hyht 
powders for photographic purposes. 


The Use of Radium in Ophthalmoscopy. 


LL degrees of wild conjecture have 
been made regarding the uses to 
which radium would eventually be put; the 
marked enthusiasm with which its discov- 
ery was received would naturally tend to 
create considerable exaggeration, but we 
now have a suggestion from Emile Javal, 
the world-famed blind oculist, which stands 
out conspicuously on account of its conserv- 
ative and practical nature. He thinks, hav- 
ing given the matter particular attention, 
that radium offers a most valuable means 
of diagnosis in cases of cataract by showing 
whether the retina is or is not in a healthy 
condition, and hence, whether an operation 
will prove successful. 

If a person, blind from cataract, can see 
the radium light, then the eyesight of that 
person can be restored by removing the 
cataract; if, however, the light cannot be 
seen, an operation would be fruitless, and 
thus many patients, whose retinal activity is 
destroyed, can be saved the pain of a use- 
less operation by ascertaining beforehand 
that an operation will avail nothing.

To make matters plain, the unin- 
formed had to be instructed that they had 
before them a dial with Hebraic figures, and 
a hand which moved to the left—in all 
probability the only tower clock in Europe 
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It is to be regretted that we are unable to 
| give further details of the construction and 
| the connection of the two dial motion work, 
also that the age of this clock cannot be de- 
termined. It may be assumed that the 
steeple was added some time after the 
erection of the building and that the six- 
cornered star formed by two triangles rep- 
rcsenting the “Shield of David” (sometimes 
called the sea! of Solomon), containing a

Some Facts About Magnetism of General 
Interest to Watchmakers. 


(Translated for Tue Jewerers’ CircuLcar-WEEKLY 
from the French of Prof. CyriLte GUERIN im 
the Revue de lHorlogerie-Bijouterte 


HE magnet, whose effects are known, 
but whose causes are largely conjec 
tural, as is also the case with electricity, 1s 
an interesting and useful study to an in- 
vestigator. Most watchmakers see in the 
magnet only a source of trouble in the case 
of watches magnetized when near a dynamo, 
and an expeditious method of recovering a 
lost piece when its magnetization is not 
hurtful; and again, for example, in separat- 
ing iron filings from those of copper, dust, 
etc. Thorough watchmakers, ought, how 
ever, not to remain ignorant of the com- 
pass or of electricity as applied to horology. 
| will endeavor to put within the reach 
of all, the necessary knowledge of the mag 
net and of matters connected with it, in such 
a way that the investigator can readilv. 
without much expense, conduct the experi- 
ments which I will point out; these will 
lead him gradually from the known to the 
unknown, commencing with the magnet and 
proceeding to electric horology through the 
solenoid, the electro-magnet, induction, the 
dynamo, the electric units and measuring 
apparatts 
Consider, first, the origin and family of 


the magnet Sorn in the earth in the stare 


of iron oxide, that is to say, a combination 


f iron and oxygen, appearing as a_ black 
earthy stone without brilliancy, it is a mag 
netic ore of iron, whose age is unknown, but 
with which the Chinese were acquainced 
2,000 years before Christ. It is found in 
abundance in Sweden in the state of iron 
ore Its attractive powers are due to an 
intangible, invisible and imponderable fluid, 
to which the name “magnetic fluid” has been 
given, and which is studied under the title 
“magnetism,” from the name of the City 
of Asia Minor, called Magnesia, in the en- 
virons of which the Greeks found the 
natural magnet 

We know that electricity is the near rela- 
tive of the magnet, but we cannot say which 
is the father and which the descendant, for 
they are mutually engendered. Electricity 
produces the magnet, which itself produces 
change results, which 


electricity, and thus a 


for its complete study leads the investigator 
from the magnet to electricity with their ap 
plications in science, in industry, and 


especially for us horology 
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Although many watchmakers have made 
a mountain of this study, and especially of 
the production of the very simple instru- 
ments which it necessitates, they are the 
very ones who are the most fitted to pro- 
duce the few pieces of apparatus necessary, 
and to study them with me in all their sim- 
plicity and easy construction. Electricity 
is so intimately connected with mechanics 
that the finest discoveries are within reach 
of the horological electrician, except those 
which are ordinarily attributed to chance, 
which, however, has no real existence, in the” 
strict sense of the word. 

We will commence by making one or 
several artificial magnets; perhaps we al- 
ready have a magnet in the form of a 
straight bar or a horse-shoe; more proba- 
bly the latter. This is sufficient, and though 
it has slight attractive force, it may give 
birth to another, or to a series of magnets, 
each having a force many times greater than 
its own. To reach this result, it is neces- 
sary to make compound magnets—that is to 
say, magnets formed of several blades of 
steel, each of smaller mass than the mag- 
net of which we make use. Take, for ex- 
ample, the blades of alarm clock springs, as 
near as possible of the same width, and 
nearly of the same length. Make a cluster 
or bundle, which we will afterwards per- 
forate at about two centimeters from the 
extremities, in order to connect them after 
magnetization has occurred with a rivet or 
collar. 

Twenty, 30 or 40 of these blades may be 
moznetized in the following manner: Ex- 
terd the first blade, and at one of its ex- 
tremities place one end of a_horse-shoe 
magnet and slide it along to the other end; 
then remove the magnet, describing a semi- 
circle through space, and recommence the 
friction at the first end, in the same direc- 
tion and at the same end of the horse-shoe 
magnet. Repeat this operation several 
times, then lay aside the blade, separate 
from the others, and from every tool and 
piece of iron. Operate in the same way for 
all the blades. Now, suspend one of these 
at the middle by a fine wire. It will take 
the direction north-south, 


We notice on taking these two by two, 
that two ends attract each other, and two 
ends repel each other. It is a natural law 
that in the magnet two ends of opposice 
character attract and two of the same repel. 
It is the presence of magnetism in the earth 
which causes the magnetized needle, called 
a compass, to cake the direction north-south, 
of which the end pointing to the north is 
called the north pole, and the other the 
south pole. 


We must now collect all our magnetized 
blades; the poles of the same denomination 
together; that is to say, the poles which 
repel each other, and that means that it is 
necessary to put together all the ends point- 
ing towards the north. But instead of seek- 
ing their direction by suspending them by a 
wire, we adopt a more rapid process. We 
poise one of the blades and present to it 
another in such a way as to obtain repul- 
sion. We operate in the same way with 
the others and rivet together the poles which 
repel each other, or of the same denomina 
tion. The two ends of this bundle are to be 
evened off on a grindstone, and our mag- 


net is complete, 
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We can do still better, for the assem- 
blage of the poles of the same denomina- 
tion produces an effect destructive of mag- 
netism. There is a means, not of causing 
this effect to disappear completely, but of 
lessening it, consisting in making 
which are to be placed in the middle of the 
bundle a little longer than the others. In 
this case they cannot be evened off on the 
stone, and for their preparation before mag 
netization the ends must be filed. In this 

~way we have as perfect a magnet {5 possi- 

ble, but if we wish to make a complete 
study we will not stop here, but will make 
three other magnets similar to the first, 
which will allow of obtaining stronger 
magnets by the process called “double 
touch.” 

Magnetization by Double Touch.—Sup 
pose that our four magnetized bundles have 
a total section of a centimeter, and a length 
of 12 centimeters. Place two of them in 
a straight line separated by six centimeters, 
so that the two poles of contrary denomina- 
tion shall be opposite each other. 

Place on the two poles of these bundles 
a new bundle; then in the middle of the 
latter place the two poles of contrary de- 
nomination of our two other bundles al- 
ready magnetized, and from the middle rub 
them to the extremities by a movement of 
the bundles in opposite direction and re- 
peat this friction several times. 

It is well at the end of each period of 
friction to return to the middle, removing 
the magnetized bundles from the one to be 
magnetized, in order to separate this from 
the effects of the invisible magnetic whir! 
which surrounds the poles of every magnet. 
During the friction, the magnetized bundles 
made use of should be kept in an inclined 
position, one on the right, the other on the 
left, so that they shall make between them 
an angle of about 90°, and each an 
angle of 45° with the bar to be mag- 
netized. 

This method produces the most regular 
magnets with respect to the distribution of 
the fluid, but the following process pro- 
duces more powerful magnets. Everything 
heing arranged as previously described (the 
inclined bars being in contact), set out from 
the middle, producing the friction to one 
end at first, then from one 
end to the other, with the two bars always 
inclined and in contact, ending the friction 
in the middle. 

Preservation and Intensificaiion of Mag- 
nets.—The horse-shoe magnet is the easiest 
to preserve. For this purpose it is suff- 
cient to suspend it and to connect the poles 
with an armature of soft iron furnished 
with a hook, from which any receiver may 
be suspended, desizned to receive a load in- 
creased progressively by the addition of 
grains of lead, small nails, ete.; this has 

the effect of increasing gradually, but to 
a considerable extent, tie lifting 
the magnet, until it may reach 15 or 20 
times its own weight. 

It is useful to note that the sudden tear- 
ing of an armature from the magnet may 
cause it to pari of its force, 
and consequently too strong or sudden a 
load should be avoided. Straight magnets 
are connected two by two by their poles of 
opposite denomination by means of two ar- 
matures.

But then people drop watches in a 
great variety of ways, as you did yours, for 
instance, in shifting it from one pocket to 
another; and people drop them by dropping 
the garment in which the watch is con- 
tained.”

Workshop Notes and Queries. 


[Answers are solicited from our readers to the questions published on this page.) 


QvuesTIoN No, 761.—Bristol Clocks.— 
Kindly give me some mformation about 
Bristol clocks with wooden works. I have 


one whose case is 27 inches high and 16 J 


inches wide. It has one weight with cords 
for time, and one weight for striking. 
M. O. 
ANSWER :—-The so-called “Bristol clocks” 
were manufactured by all the clock fac- 
tories in Connecticut which flourished in the 
early part of the 19th century. It is believed 
that none of these clocks were manufactured 
after 1840 and not many were sold after 
1850. Mementos of these clocks have been 
sold in the New York market from $1 to 


$40. The latter price has been paid for 
them as curios. The sizes seem to have 
varied little. They were generally about 


27 inches high and 16 inches wide. The 
works were of wood; the plates were made 
of oak wood, the wheels of apple tree wood, 
and the arbors of snake wood. 

Question No. 762.—Adapting Pendulum 
to a Clock Case.—/» reference to my recent 
question regarding adapting the pendulum, 
I would state that the clock in question has 
a French movement, the number of vibra- 
tions being 160 a minute, the length of pen- 
dulum which the clock case can accommo- 
date. being five inches long. Can you give 
me any further information on this subject? 

ANSWER :—A clock movement of 160 vi- 
brations per minute would need a pendulum 
five and a half inches long. A pendulum 
of five inches would need nearly 170 vibra- 
tions per minute. The easiest way to make 
the change would probably be to alter (in- 
crease in this case) the number of teeth 
of the wheel next to the escape wheel by 
One or two teeth—one will probably be 
sufficient. The effective length of the pen- 
dulum may also be increased by filing off 
the lower part of the circular lens of the 
pendulum ball. 

Question No. 763.—Silver Testing.— 
What is the best way to test silver? N. F. 

ANSWER:—There are different ways of 
testing white metal for silver. Silver may 
be tested like gold, by standards on ‘the 
touchstone. Special acids are required for 
such tests. These acids are compounded by 
specialists and require renewing. For a per- 
son engaged in the retail jewelry business, a 
good test is to file—silver files smoothly and 
any base metal like tin, or its composition, 
will be quickly recognized by the tearing 
action of a new file. Brass or its alloys, 
and German silver, file harshly and make a 
grating noise. Another test is the acid test. 
Silver, on being touched with nitric acid, 
will turn pure black, while most all the base 
metals will turn green. Even much alloyed 
silver, as 75 per cent. to 25 per cent. alloy, 
will turn greenish, but it still shows a black- 
ish tint. Plated articles must be submitted 
to the action of the file. Remove the coating 
of the plating and expose some interior spot 

Question No. 764.—The Conversion of 
Gold.—/] have some 12-kt. gold which | 
wish to convert into 14 kt., using 18 kt. to 
do it. How can I calculate this? N. F. 


ANSWER:—In order to convert other 
qualities of gold, such as 12 kt. and 18 kt., 
into 14-kt. gold, you must know quantities 
and state on paper how many _ penny- 
weights you wish to convert. Each penny- 
weight of 12-kt. gold contains 12 grains of 
12 grains of pure gold. In an 
ounce of 12-kt. gold you have 240 grains 
of pure gold and 240 grains of alloy. 
Every ounce of 18-kt. gold contains 360 
grains of pure gold and 120 grains of alloy. 
If you want to make an alloy of 14 kt, you 
need 360 grains of pure gold and 120 grains 
of alloy. If you want an ounce of 14-kt. 
gold you need 280 parts of pure gold and 
200 parts of alloy. But you have in an 
ounce of 12-kt. gold 240 parts of pure gold 
and 240 grains of alloy, and you need for 
this amount of alloy 336 grains of pure gold. 
Now, if you add to an ounce of 12-kt. gold 
10 dwt. or half an ounce of I&-kt. gold, 
you add 60 grains of alloy and 180 grains of 
pure gold, giving you 1! ounces of 14-kt. 
gold, or 390 grains of alloy and 420 grains 
of pure gold. These calculations require a 
knowledge of algebra, and as a rule manu- 
facturing jewelers use tables of their own. 

QueEstTION No. 765,—Whitening for Silver 
Polish.—/s wood alcohol as good as grain 
alcohol for silver soap? Also tell me if 
paris white is the same as grinders’ whiten- 
ig? My wholesale druggist does not know 
what paris whitening is. What is the finest 
whitening for silver polish? KH. 

ANSWER :—Wood alcohol is only fit to 
burn in an alcohol lamp and should not be 
used for any other purpose in mechanical 
pursuits. It is highly poisonous. Paris 
white is precipitated chalk (carbonate of 
lime) and this is the finest whitening for 
silver polish, 

Question No. 766.—Razor Polishing.— 
How is the final polish put on razors after 
they are hollow ground and polished with 
emery? C. 

ANSWER :—Razors are not finished on the 
emery wheel, but on a round wooden wheel, 
which is covered with thick leather, such 
leather being heavily charged with crocus. 
This imparts a high polish to the flat sur- 
face of the steel. Honing or stropping a 
razor generally finishes the operation, but 
using a hone or a razor strop is apt to give 
to the razor a round edge, and it is pref- 
erable to finish sharpening the razor on a 
round leather covered wheel. In using a 
hone, use soap instead of oil as a lubricator. 

Question No. 767—Opal Polishing.— 
Please inform us how to polish an opal 
which has become dull from wear? 

B. & Co. 

ANSWER :—This is an operation requiring 
the utmost care. A soft polishing 
wheel charged with tripoli or putty powder 
will do the polishing, but is liable to destri V 
the luster of the opal. A jeweler should 
never undertake the repolishing of an opal 
for a customer, without repudiating all re- 
sponsibility. The best thing to do is to give 
the job to a lapidary. 

Question No. 768.—Ivory Horn Filler.— 
(1) What ts a goed filler to use

ANSWER :—(1) Printers’ ink is often used 
for this purpose, while some engravers use 
shoemakers’ ball.

may be used for the purpose of evening up 
the work.

The Origin of and Increasing: Demand for 
Platinum. 


HIS metal has been known only within 
a comparatively recent time. The an- 
cients were not acquainted with it. The 
alchemists of the Middle Ages never dis- 
covered it in their crucibles or alembics 
It was discovered cnly about the middle of 
the 1I&th century. A curious fact in its 
history is, that while new deposits of other 
metals have been revealed in proportion as 
the necessity for their use has been devel 
oped, platinum, which is highly prized, has 
still remained quite rare. 

Platinum is found in but few localities. 
and these widely separated, so that its price 
has remained high, although it has varied at 
times. In 1822 it was valued at 10,000 francs 
per kilogram. In 1870, after its discovery 
in the Ural mines, the price fell to 1,500 
francs, but in 1895 it was quoted at about 


3.000 frances, and in December, 1901, its 
price was still higher. 
Platinum was first discovered in South 


America and was regarded as a kind of sil- 
ver, whence its name, from plata, which. is 
the Spanish word for silver. It is. still 
found in Colombia, in Brazil, in Hayti, and 
in Borneo, but it is most abundant in the 


Ural Mountains. There the mines furnish 
each year about 4,000 kilograms, and the 
rest of the world about 1,000. Russia. 


therefore, controls she production and the 
market. 

It appears that the Russians had the idea 
of demonetizing silver pieces coined before 
the year 1850, in order to extract the plati- 
num contained in them. These pieces of 
money have become rare. Chemists pre- 
viously had the same idea. The metal still 
remains very rare, and the supply is not 
equal to the demand. Industry requires 
that new deposits should be discovered.— 
Revue Scientifique.

Silverware of Frederick the Great to be 
Exhibited at St. Louis Exposition. 


ORD comes from St. Louis to the 

effect that interest in the “Charlot- 
tenburger Schloss,” Germany’s World's 
Fair building, will be divided between the 
building itself and the famous silver ser- 
vice from the Imperial Castle, which is 
expected to arrive in St. Louis about the 
time of the opening of the Fair, accom- 
panied by a special guard from the Ger- 


man army. 
The Charlottenburger Schloss is the 
building where Schlueter, the famous 


sculptor and painter, reigned supreme as 
to matters of art, and where his best 
works, some of which will be exhibited in 
the reproduction of the building, are kept. 
It is the building where Queen Sophie 
Charlotte discussed mathematical and 
philosophical problems with the great 
Leibnitz. 

The crowning glories of the building are 
the three majestically toned bells that will 
ring from the cupola and the giant figure 
of “Peace,” modeled after the drawings 
of Schlueter, standing 17 feet in height, 
which will top the dome. 

The silver set to be brought from the 
imperial castle consists of 
very massive ware. The largest represents 
a boat containing allegorical figures, 
and was presented to Frederick I when he 
was crowned as the first King of Prussia 
in 1701. It weighs 500 pounds. 

The other pieces have been presented to 
the reigning family of Prussia and Ger- 
many by royal friends, and many of them 
follow in design the larger or central 
piece. 

It is said that many residents of Ger- 


15 pieces of 


many will see this silver service for the 
first time when they visit the World’s 
Fair. Many German residents of the 


United States who have been familiar with 
the history of the service all of their lives, 
are looking forward to the inspection of 
it as one of the chief pleasures of the ex- 
hibit of their mother country. 

A special floor had been built in the part 
of the “Charlottenburger Schloss,” where 
the service will be exhibited, not only to 
bear the weight of the service and the 
heavy chests, but to afford additional pro- 
tection. 


Owners of a building, in which they were 
conduc:ing a department store, leased a 
portion of it to a firm engaged in the sale 
of glassware and kindred articles of that 
character during the term of the lease in 
their department store.

THE KAMBLER’S NOTES. 


WHAT THE RAMBLER SAW AND HEARD AMONG THE 
DEALERS IN ART POTTERY, CUT GLASS 
BRONZES, ETC. 


HERE are a num- 
ber of new lines 

on display in the show 
rooms of Ferd. Bing 
& Co.’s Successors, 10 Washington Place, 
New York, which should interest jewelers. 
The Spring import samples have arrived 
from Europe and show so many new styles 
that it is almost impossible to describe 
them all; some idea, however, may be 
gained from the statement that almost 
every department of the firm has many 
new lines in it. Perhaps one of the most 
attractive lines is that wherein many new 
electric lamps and electroliers are shown. 
The lamns are distinct novelties. .They are 
in general shape somewhat heavy, but not 
unlike a certain variety of the domestic 
center table lamps; they are large with a 
barrel-shaped body, a round globe and are 
set on a short footed 
tables or rests which 
hbarrel-shaped bocy 
finished in imitation of bronze and decorated 
with a floral design entirely in green. The 
wiring of the lamp is so arranged that both 
the globe and the body can be lighted, and 
when this is done the effect is very beauti- 
ful. The colors as they come through the 
bronze finished glass are subdued and quiet. 
This particular variety of lamp is very ap- 
propriate for a studio, a library or even a 
parlor. The new electroliers carry out on a 
more extensive scale an seen in the 
lines of last Fall. The idea is that of utiliz- 
ing animals and reptiles as a decorative and 
at the same time a useful feature. For in- 
stance, a freg figure is made to sit on its 
hind feet while its fore paws hold, extended 
high above its head, an electric lamp shaded 
by a bronze canopy, studded with knobs of 
cathedral glass, and made in the form of 
a lily-pad. Other electroliers, made to stand 
on the floor and serye as a light for the 
piano, are of bronze and contain electric 
globes shaded by variously fashioned domes 


of copper and glass. 
S EVERAL new
